Meadowdale homeowners nix road proposal

Its back to the drawing 
board today, as city proposals 
to upgrade dilapidated roads 
in the Meadowdale Subdivi- 
sion of Romulus were blasted 
Monday night by neighbors. 

Most surprising was the 
switch in support (or lack of it) 
from Robert McLachlan, presi- 
dent of the Halecreek Commu- 
nity Association, who months 
ago told Mayor Beverly 
McAnally that he would whole- 
heartedly campaign for such a 
road improvement program. 

But on Monday night at a 90- 
minute study session, 
McLachlan vowed the city’s 
proposal “is in no way accept- 
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able to us, since we have had 
an opportunity to digest the in- 
formation and investigate 
some facts.” 

McLachlan traced the street 
problem back to 1990, when he 
said city engineers admitted 
there were some serious prob- 
lems with subdivision streets. 

He claimed that despite 
having a list of potential com- 
mittee members to study the 


local road needs, no informa- 
tion from the group was asked. 

McLachlan cited several 
problems with the city’s plans 
to add up to three inches of 
asphalt to the subdivision’s be- 
leaguered streets. 

The foremost problem, he 
said, was that the city engineer 
Keith Risdon had earlier said 
the base of the roads needed to 
be repaired and adequate 


drainage had to be installed to 
correct problems with the 
roads. 

“Your proposal does nei- 
ther,” McLachlan said, “which 
makes it difficult for us to ac- 
cept a 10-year special assess- 
ment for a road that may last 
only 3-4 years.” 

McLachlan also complained

Driving range plan approved

A special land use request 
to construct a golf driving 
range on 18 acres of land on 
Ecorse Road was approved 
last Monday night by the City 
Council, 7-0. 

Owner Gary Quinn, who has 
been battling the city to create 
such a driving range for the 
past year, said construction of 
the facility will begin next 
Monday.

The council also approved a 
rezoning request by Majid 
Koza, 5-2, for property at 29171 
Goddard Road from M-l (light 
industrial) to MT-2 (Industrial 
Transportation 2). 

Koza is seeking to create a 
truck transfer and storage 
yard, for drivers and trucks 
going to Canada and for trucks 
built in Canada being deliv- 
ered to the U.S. 

The proposal was recom- 
mended for denial by the city’s 
Planning Commission, but sup- 
ported by the city’s planning 
consultant Dennis Meagher. 

Two council members, Ellis 
Pennington and Mayor pro tern 
Mary Ann Banks, opposed the 
request claiming they felt it 
was an example of spot zoning. 
The remaining council mem- 
bers rejected that argument. 

Thus the rezoning request 
was motioned by Councilman 
Michael Prybyla and sup- 
ported by Councilman Noah 


“Pete” Bergeron. Three other 
council members endorsed 
passage for the rezoning: 
Councilmen Randy Gear, Jim- 
mie Raspberry and William 
Wadsworth. 

Koza’s request will create 
another site for Provincial 
American Truck Transporters 
of Chatham Inc., one of the 
largest minority owned com- 
panies in the U.S., the council 
was told. 

The effort will also result in 
cleaning up one of the city’s 
eyesores, the council learned, 
and will add repairs to the 
pavement and lighting in the 
area. A guard will also be posi- 
tioned on the site once it is 
completed. 

Also approved, 7-0, was a re- 
zoning request by Hassib Zahr 
for the northwest comer of Eu- 
reka and Inkster roads, where 
he wants to create a gas sta- 
tion, mini mart store and car 
wash. 


Topless tavern 
request pulled

A third topless bar in Ro- 
mulus proved more than City 
Council members or local resi- 
dents could bear Monday 
night. 

Thus, a Novi based owner- 
to-be of the planned “Fannys” 
bar withdrew his plan (at least 
temporarily) to buy the old Sil- 
ver Bullet Bar at 37421 Huron 
River Drive. 

The location is less than 500 
feet from the Romulus 
Wesleyan Church, Kennedy 
Park and private homes. City 
Attorney Barry Seifman had 
reported at a previous meeting 
that all three adjacent loca- 
tions were violations of such 
an adult entertainment center. 

After taking the permit and 
license transfer issues off the 
table, City Clerk Linda Choate 
read several anti-topless danc- 
ing letters from Pastor Brad 
Lewis of the Community 
United Methodist Church and 
Fred and Helen Hay, long term 
nearby property owners. 

The council then agreed to 
the transfer of the 1992 Class C 
licensed business from Gamp 
Enterprises to the Rose Wojcik 
Living Trust. 

Then, the trust attorney 
asked for a polling of the city 
council on the issue of the top- 
less dancing permit. 

Seifman blocked that re- 
quest stating that since the city 
was under a threat of litiga- 
tion, such a vote should not be 
taken. 

A second request then was 
made that the liquor license 
be transferred from the Rose 
Wojcik Living Trust with Rich- 
ard P. Wojcik Trustee to Edgar 
Inc. with the dance/entertain- 
ment permit. 

The trust attorney quickly 
requested a vote, but it was in- 
terrupted as she was asked if 
the proposed owner, Edward 
Gardocki of Novi, was willing 
to take on the ownership with- 
out a topless dancing permit. 

The woman attorney asked 
for a few moments of consulta-

tions with the buying and sell- 
ing principals. She then said 
“we ask that the request be 
withdrawn at this time.” 

Pastor Donald “Mike” Mc- 
Clellan of the local Wesleyan 
Church said he was shocked 
with the council’s decision, al- 
though he applauded the turn- 
down of the topless request. 

McClellan said he had been 
told if the Silver Bullet Bar 
had been closed for more than 
18 months, the new owners 
would be forced to reapply for 
a new liquor license. 

The veteran minister chal- 
lenged the council to rethink 
their action as they try to con- 
sider the future direction of 
the city. 

“I’m not asking you only to 
search your mind, I’m asking 
you to search your hearts on 
this issue,” McClellan said. 

Council candidate Mary Col- 
lins delivered an anti-topless 
bar petition from neighbors 
and then added “some com- 
plain we are making only the 
attorneys rich by fighting such 
outsiders.” 

But she added Romulus res- 
idents need to stress to out-of- 
towners that will not accept 
projects that the proprietors 
wouldn’t try to get approved in 
their own home towns. 

Former state representative 
candidate Catalina Hall, an 
avid National Organization of 
Women (NOW) official, said 
she was not use to fighting the 
same causes as “Right to Life” 
supporters, but said she too 
opposed efforts to exploit 
women. 

After the council action, Mc- 
Clellan said he would check 
further on the 18-month clo- 
sure issue, since he was sure 
that the city had not heard the 
end of “Fannys.”

Road repair funds needed 
to improve state highways

Most Americans - especially 
those who travel on Western 
Wayne County roads - would 
agree that it is critical to our 
economy and for safety rea- 
sons to improve our highways. 

Despite the wide support 
for highways improvements, 
there is a danger that funds to 
upgrade and improve the 
safety of the nations’s most im- 
portant road could face a 
roadblock. 

Congressional action is 
needed quickly to authorize 
$13 billion over the next two 
fiscal years for much needed 
improvements of the roads. Of 
those funds, $174 million is 
earmarked for Michigan each 
of the next two fiscal years. 

In 1994, the House of Repre- 
sentatives overwhelmingly ap- 
proved the National Highway 
System (NHS) legislation. 
Later, the Senate approved it 
by unanimous consent. How- 
ever, the differences in the two 
bills could not be resolved be- 
fore Congress adjourned, and 


now the process has started 
anew. 

If Congress fails to act by 
Sept. 30, the opportunity to up- 
grade and improve the safety 
of the roads may be lost for 
years to come. 

“Congress is in recess until 
after Labor Day, and there will 
be only 20 days to work on this 
when they return,” said 
Charles Branham, III, repre- 
senting the Keep America 
Moving Coalition. 

“The problem facing the 
legislation is that other issues 
are being introduced in 
amendments,” said Branham. 
“For example, there is an 
amendment to open the fund 
to railroads, providing Am- 
track with funds. — even 
through Amtrack carries only 
.03 Dercent of inter-city 
passengers.” 

Branham noted that the 
highway funds come from gas- 
oline taxes paid at the pump. 

“The money is there, it has 
been designated and we need 
to carry through with the legis- 
lation,” Branham said. 

He noted that the effort to 


develop a National Highway 
System began in 1991 when 
Congress passed the Intermo- 
dal Surface Transportation Ef- 
ficiency Act (ISTEA) to set the 
nation’s transportation priori- 
ties for the 21st century. In 
1992, Congress began funding 
the NHS, while waiting for 
state and local governments to 
determine their NHS routes, 
and in 1993, with those plans in 
hand, the plan was launched 
for 158,674 miles of the busiest 
and most important roads be 
included in the NHS. 

Most of the NHS roads - 98 
percent of them - are in daily 
use, but they must be modern- 
ized to cut congestion, in- 
crease access, improve 
highway safety and meet the 
needs of a growing national 
and global economy.

Double-lung transplant successful, 
youth, 14, ‘serious but stable’

Greg Unger, a 14-year-old 
cystic fibrosis patient who 
needed a double- lung trans- 
plant to battle the deadly dis- 
ease, received the phone call 
he had been waiting for over 
the weekend of Aug. 4. 

Unger received the call 
early Sunday morning an- 
nouncing that the transplant 
could be made, and received 
the surgery at 2:30 a.m. 

He arrived in St. Louis, Mo. 
with his father, Bill, and sister 
Jamie, and his mother and 
brother flew from Willow Run 


Airport, and arrived in time 
for his surgery. 

“He has taken two or three 
breaths on his own,” said 
Rosemary Voros, who was ac- 
tive in fund raising for Unger’s 
operation. “But there are more 
things to watch out for.” 

Unger’s condition, as of 
Tuesday, was listed as “se- 
rious, but stable,” according to 
Paige Nilsen, a media rela- 
tions representative from St. 
Louis Children’s Hospital. 

“He’s doing pretty well con- 
sidering he just had a trans- 
plant,” Nilsen said. 

There is a possibility Un- 
ger’s immune system will re- 


ject the lungs, or he could get 
an infection from the opera- 
tion, Voros said. 

Unger’s surgery was made 
possible partly from the help 
of various fund raising efforts 
involving the Fire Depart- 
ment, Police Department, 
churches, schools, and golf 
tournaments. Bottle drives, 
collection canisters, and var- 
ious other community efforts 
helped finance his operation 
expenses and lodging ex- 
penses for his family. Michigan 
Community Newspapers also 
contributed a portion of sub- 
scriptions from the Canton Ea- 
gle for the youth’s benefit.

Readers donate $1 ,200 for student’s Swedish studies

A request for donations for 
a local youth provided extra 
dividends last week, as not 
only did Romulus Roman- 
Belleville Enterprise Good News 
readers provide the needed 
funding, but the teen was re- 
united with his long lost grand- 
parents. 

Romulus Youth Police Offi- 
cer Rose Cooper revealed that 
a recent story in the Good 
News newspaper triggered in- 
stant phone calls to her office 
offering $1,200 in funds for Ro- 
mulus student Paul Olney. 

Paul, who just recently 
turned 18, was seeking funds to 
travel to Sweden this month to 
begin a year-long study of ma- 
rine biology. 

Originally it was thought 
that Paul would need $4,500 to 
guarantee the trip, but at the 
last minute it was discovered 
the real need was about half 
that, Cooper said. 

Since the published dead- 
line to obtain the funds was 
only five days away Cooper 
was pleased that newspaper 
readers responded so quickly 
and generously. A similar story 
appeared in another news- 
paper, but failed to raise a 
dime, she said. 

But the most exciting part of 
the whole experience was get- 
ting a call from Paul’s paternal 
grandparents, Richard and 
Lynn Olney of New Boston, the 
youth officer said. 


Paul’s father had split with 
the family, when Paul was only 
two years old, Cooper said, and 
thus Paul and his grand 
parents had not seen each 
other for many years. 

The grandparents were 
among those Good News 
readers, who donated to Paul’s 
cause. When contacted last 
Friday, Lynn Olney said she 
was “shocked” to see her 
grandson’s photo and story in 
the newspaper. 

Not only were they excited 
to donate to his travel- 
education needs, she said, it 
was good to catch up on the 
events in his past years. 

“In fact he is here now visit- 
ing,” she said proudly. 

Olney said she last saw Paul 
briefly about eight years ago, 
when he was about to visit the 
Wayne County Fair. 

In addition to the Good 
News readers, numerous Ro- 
mulus business owners and 
operators contributed another 
$1,200 (totaling $2,400) toward 
Paul’s travel-education needs. 

Paul expressed his deep ap- 
preciation for the generosity 
displayed by local newspaper 
readers, business operators 
and the Romulus Police De- 
partment in assuring his 
dream coming true. 

Cooper said a total of 23 do- 
nors from the Romulus area 
contributed to the fund raising 
effort thus guaranteeing that 
Paul will soon be flying to 
Ekero, 30 miles from Stock- 
holm in Sweden. 


In addition to his marine bi- 
ology studies, Paul said he will 
be involved in ice hockey and 
soccer competitions while in 
Sweden.

that Risdon’s own report ex- 
pressed concerns that milling 
equipment may damage re- 
maining roads. 

The association leader also 
said the scope of the repaving 
was too wide, since it would 
repair roads that to date have 
shown no damage. 

The key roads needing up- 
grades (by the engineer’s own 
report) include Knurlwood, 
Ridgebrook, Leroy, Hermosa, 
Burning Tree and Wildfire 
Court. 

McLachlan said most ho- 
meowners were opposed to 
having concrete roadways re- 
placed with asphalt, which 
could become “unsightly, hot 
and slippery when wet.” 

The cost of the road pro- 
gram continues to escalate, 
McLachlan complained, from 
$460,000 to over $1 million 
recently. 


“Given these facts, we can- 
not understand why a reason- 
able person would support a 
proposal costing $510,000 for a 
temporary, stop-gap measure.” 

McLachlan urged McAnally 
and the council to revisit the 
issue and to establish a plan 
whereby adequate measures 
are taken to repair our roads. 

He cited his former home 
town of Dearborn Heights with 
the foresight of planning to re- 
pave an entire subdivision for 
$2.7 million. 

McLachlan said such short 
and long-range planning so ob- 
vious in Dearborn Heights is 
“lacking here” in Romulus. 

He then turned his guns on 
McAnally by asking about the 
half million dollars the city 
has spent to fight Environmen- 
tal Disposal Services well pro- 
ject He also asked where did 
the money come from for the 
infrastructure improvements 
to Wick Road near the Metro- 
World Center effort which he 


says “exists basically in name 
only.” 

He said members are being 
urged to schedule appoint- 
ments with the city’s Board of 
Review, since they effectively 
live on gravel roads. 

“We have also begun to ask 
members to document prop- 
erty damage due to potholes, 
ruts, flying rocks as well as pe- 
destrian accidents,” 
McLachlan said. 

He urged the council to al- 
low HCA members to join in a 
restudy of the road issue. If the 
council decides however to' 
pursue the existing plan, 
McLachlan said, “we will work 
in earnest until all our options 
are exhausted to prevent this 
proposal from becoming real- 
ity ' 

McAnally and council mem- 
bers agreed more study needs 
to be done on the project, so 
that it can be supported by the 
taxpayers. 


TVain ordinances unveiled

Two draft ordinances aimed 
at regulating trains blocking 
vehicular traffic and overnight 
whistle blowing within the city 
were introduced Monday night 
by City Attorney Barry Seif- 
man. 

The first planned ordinance 
would limit in most cases rail- 
road blockage of vehicular 
traffic to five minutes or less. 
The exceptions would be when 
trains are moving in the same 
direction at no less than 10 
miles per hour or when the 
railroad can show that an inci- 
dent occurred as a result of a 
verifiable accident, mechani- 
cal failure or unsafe condition. 

The second planned ordi- 
nance would prohibit train 

\ 


whistles being blown from 
sunset to sunrise, unless pre- 
cluded by state or federal reg- 
ulations. The other exception 
would be when an engineer 
witnesses an emergency situa- 
tion. 

Further action and another 
council vote needs to be taken 
before the ordinance takes ef- 
fect 

Because of the length of 
Monday night's meeting, action 
on another draft ordinance 
concerning the curtailing of 
gang graffiti within the city 
was postponed until Sept 5. 

City Attorney Barry Seifman 
said the new ordinance (if pas- 
sed) could be used in conjunc- 
tion with other city ordinances 
including: malicious mischief 
ordinance, unkempt property 
ordinance and the parental re- 

i 


sponsibility portion of the new 
juvenile code (city ordinance). 

The proposed ordinance 
would be known as the City of 
Romulus Anti- Graffiti Ordi- 
nance and would allow the use 
of city funds to be used to re- 
move graffiti on public and 
private property. 

The ordinance also would 
define graffiti to include: the 
unauthorized inscrib' ,,'• 
spraying of paint or use ol ink/ 
chalk, dye or other similar sub-* 
stances on public or private 
buildings, structures and 
places. 

The ordinance would bait 
the act of creating graffiti oc 
allowing graffiti to remain on 
property for seven days. 

Public input on the planned 
ordinance can be offered at 
the Sept. 5 meeting.

Notice of the public hear- 
ings will be published in all 
local newspapers the week of 
August 28, and notices will be 
mailed by August 25.

Is there a solution to 
the proliferation of 
gang activities in West- 
ern Wayne? I posed this 
question to a couple of 
people who are well 
versed in this subject, 
and they surprisingly 
said, no. 

One offered the comment that gangs 
around for a long long time. They were 
ized, he said, by the stage play, West Side 
the late actor, James Dean. What makes

he asked, that we can put an end to them now? 

Maybe we can’t, but after supervising the report- 
ing of the latest incident in Westland (read EYE- 
WITNESS, Aug. 6, 1995) in which two gangs faced 
oft resulting in a shooting death, we have got to try. 
We have got to try because our Western Wayne 
youth are killing each other. They are vandalizing 
our buildings. They are scaring the beejeebers out 
of our senior citizens. We have got to do everything 
in our power to stop the gangs from taking over the 
streets. 

Governor John Engler made this topic a major 
focal point of his re-election campaign last year. 
His efforts are directed toward enacting a “adult 
crime, adult time” proposal, which would subject 
many convicted teenage murderers, rapists and 
armed robbers to adult penalties. He also propos- 
es to build “punk prisons” to house teens that com- 
mit crimes. In general, Gov. Engler is demanding 
we get tough with those juveniles who are repeat 
offenders. 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, was in town last week to 
present a different kind of proposal to save our 
kids. The proposal called “save our youth” seeks 
to unite ministers and judges in providing an alter- 
native to jail for youthful offenders. The Jackson 
plan calls for jail time to be replaced by church su- 
pervision. 

Rev. Jackson is asking that 100 urban congrega- 
tions in Michigan assume responsibility of reclaim- 
ing up to 20 youthful offenders. This would mean 
2,000 juveniles a year would be placed in this pro- 
gram in this state. Multiply that by 50 states and 
our churches would be supervising 100,000 youth. 

If Jackson can pull this off, it indeed would be a 
remarkable undertaking. The adoption of troubled 
youth by our churches is a great idea but I’ve got to 
believe the administering of the program is going 
to be difficult. Jackson has pegged former West- 
land resident and current 36th District Judge Greg 
Mathis to administer the Western Wayne portion of 
the program. It will be interesting to see if Judge 
Mathis can make this great idea a reality. 

Rev. Jackson also had a message for parents, 
which in my thought process, are most responsible 
for their children and how they act. Jackson asked 
parents to do five things: Take your children to 
school, meet your child’s teacher, exchange num- 
bers with that teacher, turn off the television set 
and lastly, pick up your child’s report card every 
nine weeks. 

Rev. Jackson is right on with these preventative 
measures. If parents take an active interest in 
their sons and daughters at an early age, chances 
are they will not revert to gang activities later. 
This would be the logical solution to the demoli- 
tion of gang activity. 

Jackson’s “Reclaim our Youth,” in which church- 
es adopt troubled teens, is a wonderful solution for 
first time offenders, but for the hard core gang of- 
fenders, I doubt if it would persuade these guys to 
give up their way of life. These teens need to luiow 
that if they commit a violent, adult crime they will 
be punished like adults. Gov. Engler is right to 
seek maximum punishment for these types. Maybe 
the threat of life in prison will deter a good num- 
ber of these so-called gang members from resorting 
to violent crime. 

I do know we can’t stop seeking answers to this 
dilemma. Gangs and crime are firmly entrenched 
in Western Wayne. This we cannot deny. However, 
as parents, as educators, as law enforcement offi- 
cers, and as judges, we can take steps to fight the 
problem head-on. Here’s hoping we don’t give-up 
on our kids. Here’s hoping that we can incorporate 
the ideas of Gov. Engler and Rev. Jackson into a 
workable plan to save our youth. 




Helmet laws 
supported 

To the editor: 

Michigan doctors who 
treat injured motorcyclists 
agree that it’s a bad idea to 
change our state’s existing 
requirementtoweara helmet 
while riding a motorcycle. 

The 12,000-physician mem- 
ber Michigan State Medical 
Society (MSMS) reaffirmed 
its strong support of manda- 
tory helmet use at its July 15 
board of directors meeting. 

Emergency room physi- 
cians in every hospital in 
Michigan know that a helmet 
is the only protection avail- 
able to a motorcycle rider. 
Obviously, in high impact ac- 
cidents, a helmet cannot al- 
ways save a life. But in study 
after study, results prove that 
helmets do reduce fatalities 
and head injuries. 

A recent study in Califor- 
nia found that after a manda- 
tory helmet law passed there 
in 1992, four specific trends 
occurred: an overall de- 
crease in motorcycle fatali- 
ties; a decline in the fatality 
rate; a decrease in head in- 
juries; and a decrease in 
head injury severity. 

Proponents of eliminating 
helmet laws try to poke holes 
in the study’s findings, saying 
that in higher speed impacts, 
helmets don’t save lives. But 
in higher speed accidents, 
more than just the head is af- 
fected. That is the risk inher- 



ent in motorcycle riding. 
There is little protection. 

The same positive results 
from mandatory helmet laws 
are revealed over and over 
again in other studies. Hel- 
mets save lives and reduce 
injuries. The proof is there. 
Period. 

On average, an injured 
Michigan motorcyclist has 
medical expenses of nearly 
$300,000, according to the 
Michigan Association of In- 
surance Agents. And if the 
injured rider doesn’t have 
medical insurance, the 
$300,000 tab is picked up by 
Michigan taxpayers through 
the Medicaid program. 

That doesn’t include lost 
wages, disability claims, fam- 
ily devastation and other in- 
tangible and immeasurable 
effects from being severely 
injured in a motorcycle acci- 
dent. 

Anything we can do to 
keep injuries to a minimum 
is good not only for the indi- 
vidual, but for society as a 
whole. 

Riding a motorcycle on 
our local, state and federal 
roadways - just like driving 
an automobile - is a privilege 
granted by the state, by the 
people who form our society. 
Our society does everything 
it can to keep its members 
safe and productive. Soci- 
eties throughout eternity 
have needed to do that to 


survive and thrive. It’s no dif- 
ferent today. 

The no-helmet bill, spon- 
sored by State Representa- 
tive Tim Walberg of Tipton, 
was defeated this spring, but 
it may come up for a vote 
again this fall. 

Please ask your state rep- 
resentative to keep our 
mandatory helmet law in 
place. And please look twice 
for motorcyclists as you trav- 
el around Michigan this sum- 
mer.

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Rising interest rate ceiling may

In June, the Michigan 
House of Representatives pas- 
sed a package of bills which 
raised the ceiling on most con- 
sumer credit interest rates to 
25 percent and removed any 
limit on bank card interest 
rates. 

The bill, which was touted 
as a fair balancing of the inter- 
ests of consumers and lenders 
did nothing to aid Michigan 
consumers; the only benefici- 
aries are financial institutions, 
consumer finance companies, 
retail installment creditors 
and other lenders who extend 
consumer credit. 

Usury laws, which place a 
ceiling on the amount of inter- 
est that a lender can charge, 
have protected Michigan con- 
sumers from some of the worst 
abuses of the credit mar- 
ketplace. Except for first mort- 
gages on real property, the 
current interest rate ceilings 
for consumer credit range 


from 16 to 22 percent, depend- 
ing on the type of lender and 
the type of credit. Federal law 
has preempted state regula- 
tion of interest rates on most 
first mortgages. 

For those consumers who 
are able to obtain credit at 
banks or credit unions raising 
the interest rate ceilings may 
have little practical impact. 
Competition between these 
lenders typically keeps inter- 
est rates well below the statu- 
tory ceilings. 

However, many Michigan 
consumers cannot obtain 
credit at a bank or credit 
union: low wage workers, un- 
employed workers, disabled or 
elderly persons, public assis- 
tance recipients, and persons 
with poor credit histories. 
They obtain credit to purchase 
household goods and used cars 
through retail installment con- 
tracts, take out small loans for 
emergencies from consumer 
finance companies, and are 
targeted by mortgage com- 
panies that aggressively adver-

tise easy credit. They are 
typically charged interest 
rates which are close to the 
statutory ceiling, even though 
they are not necessarily bad 
credit risks. 

If interest rate ceilings are 
raised those consumers who 
already pay more for credit 
and who can afford it the least 
will almost certainly end up 
paying even more. 

Before the legislature acts 
to weaken consumer protec- 
tion laws, there should be com- 
pelling reasons for doing so. In 
March, 1995, the Financial In- 
stitutions Bureau prepared a 
report which attempted to ex- 
plain the rationale for the pro- 
posed repeal of interest rate 
ceilings. The FIB report stated 


that without prompt action to 
reform current laws. Michigan 
runs the risk of having its ma- 
jor banks relocate their head- 
quarters to other states with 
less restrictive credit laws. 

Secondly, the FIB cited the 
recent enactment of the Fed- 
eral Interstate Banking and 
Branching Efficiency Act of 
1994 which allows banks to es- 
tablish branches in other 
states. The FIB report offers 
no explanation as to why this 
law will encourage Michigan 
banks to move to deregulated 
states if Michigan does not de- 
regulate interest rates. 

The fact that other states 
have eliminated or raised in- 
terest rate ceilings is not a le- 
gitimate reason to do so. The 
lending institution claims that 
“competition” will keep the 
rates down and point to cur- 
rent interest rates charged by 
banks and credit unions. How- 
ever, they fail to look at rates 
charged by non-bank lenders, 
such as retailers, consumers fi- 
nance companies, and auto 


hurt consumers 


dealers. The FIB report does 
not cite any studies that com- 
pare all types of consumer 
credit in regulated and dereg- 
ulated states or measure the 
effect of deregulation on jobs 
or relocation of financial insti- 
tutions. 

Michigan consumers were 
fortunate that the House did 
not adopt the extreme pro- 
posals which were originally 
introduced that would have 
eliminated any ceiling on in- 
terest rates or any regulation 
of fees. 

The experience of other de- 
regulated states indicates that 
if interest rate ceiling are re- 
moved, interest rates on retail 
installment contracts, car 
loans, home improvements 
contracts, and small loans will 
rise dramatically for those per- 
son who cannot get credit from 
a bank or credit union or a 
credit card. An article in the 
Chicago Tribune, reported that 
after Illinois deregulated con- 
sumer credit in the early 1980s. 
consumers were being 


charged interest rates of 33 to 
59 percent on used car loans. 

However, the worse abuses 
experienced by consumers in 
deregulated states occur in the 
small loan market, typically 
short term loans for under 
$1000.

Higher interest rate ceilings 
will mean larger profits for 
lenders at the expense of 
Michigan consumers. Over the 
past century, Michigan, as well 
as many other states enacted 
usury laws to protect con- 
sumers from overreaching by 
unscrupulous lenders, just as 
fair labor standards laws were 
enacted to protect workers 
from unscrupulous employers. 
This is a valid role for govern- 
ment regulation to play. There 
is simply not good reason to 
change those laws.

Michigan needs 
federal highway funds 

After Labor Day, the 104th Congress will consider legis- 
lation that would designate a National Highway System 
(NHS) to upgrade and improve the roads Americans use 
most to commute, to transport raw materials and finished 
goods, and to connect rural and urban America. 

The NHS consists of 159,000 miles of the nation’s busi- 
est, most important roads. These roads carry 40 percent of 
urban highway traffic, 42 percent of rural travel and 75 
percent of all commercial truck traffic. 

The NHS links highways to major ports, airports, Am- 
trak stations, rail/truck terminals and public transit sys- 
tems across the country. And it brings 95 percent of the 
businesses and 90 percent of the households within five 
miles of quality highway service. 

During 1994, the U.S. House of Representatives cast an 
overwhelming vote for the NHS. And the Senate approved 
it by unanimous consent. However, differences in the two 
bills could not be resolved before adjournment, and the 
process must start again. 

Passage would mean that a total of $13 billion would be 
spent in 1996 and 1997 to modernize America’s most criti- 
cal highways, including $174 million in funds each year for 
the state of Michigan. No new taxes are needed because 
money collected from existing excise taxes charged to 
highway users will fund the improvements. 

If Congress does not approve the NHS by Sept. 30, 1995, 
the opportunity to focus essential funding on the nation’s 
busiest roads will be lost. 

Modernizing the nation’s most vital roads will: 

• Improve the economy. Better roads make transporta- 
tion more efficient and reliable and keep America com- 
petitive. 

• Create jobs. Some 500,000 jobs can be created when 
$13 billion is spent on highway construction. 

• Cut congestion. Better highways eliminate bot- 
tlenecks, reduce drive-time, increase access to affordable 
housing and to jobs. Pollution is also reduced when there 
is less stop-and-go traffic and idling. 

• Increase access. NHS connects rural America to the 
nation and the world. Farm products will move to market 
faster and job opportunities for farm families will grow., 

• Encourage tourism. Easier access to vacation sites will 
encourage travel and tourism. That will ease surface 
travel for U.S. tourists and 44 million international visitors 
annually, nearly all of whom reach their ultimate destina- 
tion by highway. 

• Improve safety. The NHS will encourage the use of 
electronic technology, which improves traffic flow, and 
will require higher construction standards, which will re- 
sult in better road visibility, wider lanes and more 
controlled-access intersections. These measures will help 
avoid accidents and help save lives. 

We urge that action be taken to ensure that highways 
fluids are spent to improve America road ways - a step that 
will provide far-reaching benefits for all who use our high- 
ways.

Mural art 

Artist decorates business 
front with unique cartoons

When Brian Holmes began 
;o paint cartoons on the out- 
side walls of an Inkster super- 
narket, he thought the mural 
would brighten up the neigh- 
jorhood and amuse the young- 
sters who reside in the Inkster 
foad- Carlysle Street area. 

The last think he expected 
iwas criticism of his work as 
[“gang-related” graphics. 

J “A woman came by and said 
jshe was going to go to the Inks- 
ter City Council and complain 
labout it. I’m afraid that if the 
[store owner gets too many 
[complaints, he’ll paint over it, 
[and it would be wrong to de- 
stroy my art just because 
-someone doesn’t understand 
what it’s about,” said the young 
artist. 

“Look at these characters,” 
said Holmes pointing to the 
cartoon images of ducks, pigs, 
birds and other animals. “I 
don’t show any of them with a 
gun or drugs, and I don’t paint 
crack dealers in my works. 

“I use ‘wild’ colors, because 
I’m an artist,” said Holmes. “I 
think some people have con- 
fused the bright colors with 
graffiti.” 

Holmes, who formerly lived 
in New Jersey, said he deco- 
rated the Market Supermaket 
with the same type of cartoons 
as he had seen in his former 
home town.

“This really upsets me, be- 
cause my message in art is to 
stay off drugs. I do comic books 
and cartoons that encourage 
kids to stay away from drugs,” 
said Holmes. “All I wanted 
when I painted this mural was 
to have something nice for the 
kids to look at.” 

As Holmes described his 
work to the reporter, a woman 
drove by and called out, 
“That’s really nice.” 

Store owner Eddie Yono 
said he has received a good re- 


sponse from the community 
despite a small number of 
complaints. 

“People have brought their 
kids to the store to have them 
pose in front of the mural for 
pictures,” Yono said. 

“I’ve spent a lot of money on 
this - $800 or more on paint 
and materials -- and I did it to 
have something nice for the 
neighborhood kids,” Yono 
said. 

“Most people love it,” Yono 
said. “I can’t undersand why 
there would be any com- 
plaints.” 

A group of shoppers gath- 
ered around the artist and the 
store owner and voiced their 
agreement. 

“The kids love it - everybody 
loves it,” said one man in the 
crowd.

Hegira Programs Inc. is one 
of the largest free-standing be- 
havioral health care organiza- 
tions in the state of Michigan. 

This means that they are not 
based at a hospital, but, ac- 
cording to Carol Mastroianni, 
MBA, “if a person comes into 
our facility who is drunk or 
high, we have physicians and 
nurses available to help bring 
the person down (from being 
high).” 

They have offices through- 
out much of western Wayne 
county. These include, Oak- 
dale Recovery Center (Can- 
ton), Romulus Help Center, 
Westland Counseling Center, 
Community Mental Health 
Center (Westland), and the Liv- 
onia Counseling Center. 

Most of these centers offer 
the same treatments available 
for the patients. 

The treatments offered in- 
clude residential services. 

“There is no specified 
length of treatment. Patients 
can stay three days or they can 
stay 21 days. Whatever the in- 
dividual needs, taking into 
consideration their funding 
source, occupation, and family. 
Whatever it takes to make re- 
covery possible for them,” 
Mastroianni, Hegira Director 
of Marketing, stated. 

The Residential Service 
also allows the patient to stay 
for 24 hours a day. 

“This is so they can concen- 
trate on getting better. They 
have a structured day, includ- 
ing processing different issues 
and educational classes on 
substanceabuse,” Mastroianni 
said. 

Sub-Acute Detox is also of- 


fered at Heigara. 

Mastroiaimi explained, “Pa- 
tients generally stay for about 
three to five days. After they 
come down, we get them intro- 
duced into the Hegira commu- 
nity so that they can interact 
with other patients and our 
staff.” 

The Intensive Outpatient 
program, “offers the best of 
both worlds,” she said. 

Patients involved in this 


program come in for treatment 
five hours a day, four days a 
week. 

Mastroianni said, “With this 
program, our patients get ex- 
tensive intensive help while 
they are still working and in- 
teracting with the real world.

“We also 
help the parents learn better 
parenting skills.” 

The adolescent program is 
offered at the Livonia Adoles- 
cent Recovery Center.

These centers include, the 
Northville Counseling Center, 
CCODA/Romulus Prevention 
Network, the Psychiatric Inter- 
vention Center (Westland), 
Hegira house, and Next Step 
(Inkster). 

"We have all of these differ- 
ent locations because we un- 
derstand that people are 
working and going to school. 
It’s just to make it more conve- 
nient for them.” 

All of these programs offer 
Alcoholics Anonymous or Nar- 
cotics Anonymous for people 
who go through the program. 
There is also free family ser- 
vice offered. 

“The families are given the 
opportunity to tour our facility 
and talk to our counselors and 
therapists. This will give them 
a better idea of what their fam- 
ily member is going through,” 
Mastroianni said. 

Mastroianni explained, 
“Hegira is very customer ser- 
vice oriented. We will do what- 
ever needed to meet the needs 


of our patients.” 

This includes a court pro- 
gram, Which offers compre- 
hensive sendee to courts and 
clients. There are many ser- 
vices offered through this pro- 
gram. These include group 
sessions for first and second 
time substance abuse of- 
fenders, and a group for wo- 
men who have been arrested 
for shoplifting or retail fraud. 

Hegira also performs drug 
screening as a part of their 
court program.

Cocaine usage invades 
cities, suburbs alike 


Cocaine exposure is just as 
prevalent in the suburbs as the 
city according to a new study 
conducted by researchers at 
Children’s Hospital of 
Michigan. 

“The results indicate that 
drug education and preven- 
tion programs should be tar- 
geted at children of all ages 
and socioeconomic levels,” 
says Dr. Norman Rosenberg, 
director of emergency services 
at Children’s Hospital of Mich 
igan and chief investigator of 
the study. 

In attempting to identify 
children that had been ex- 
posed to crack cocaine smoke 


within the last 72 hours, physi- 
cians collected urine samples 
for 1,469 children (1,022 urban, 
458 suburban) between the 
ages of one month and five 
years who were brought into 
urban and suburban emer- 
gency rooms and private 
clinics for medical attention or 
routine visits. The facilities 
and sites were kept 
confidential. 

Of the suburban children, 
3.5 percent tested positive for 
cocaine exposure while 2.9 
percent of the urban residing 
children tested positive for 
cocaine. 

“We’re deluding ourselves if 


we think drugs are strictly an 
urban problem, “ said Rosen 
berg. “The reality is the drug 
problem is everywhere. 

Children’s Hospital of Mich 
igan is a private, nonprofit, 260 
bed hospital that has been 
treating children for 109 years. 
At Michigan’s only free stand 
ing children’s hospital,. spe- 
cialists in all areas of pediatric 
medicine, surgery and nursing 
provide care for children from 
birth to adolescence.

Many people think they 
know the facts about cocaine. 
Some may even think it is safe 
to use. Actually, as many have 
found out, cocaine is a dan 
gerous, addictive drug. 

Questions about cocaine 
and is affects are listed below: 

What is Cocaine? 

Cocaine in its pure form is a 
white crystalline powder ex- 
tracted from the leaves of the 
South American coca plant. 
The drug is sold on the street 
is a mixture of the pure subs- 
tance (cocaine hydrochloride) 
and various adulterants added 
to increase the quantity, for 
the seller’s profit. 

How is cocaine being used? 

Most users “snort” cocaine, 
that is they sharply inhale the 
powdered mixture. Another 
form of the drug called “free 
base” is made by chemically 
converting the street drug into 
a basic form that can be 
smoked. Smoking free base is 
an especially dangerous 
practice. 

What are the immediate ef- 
fects of cocaine? 


When cocaine is “snorted,” 
the effects begin within a few 
minutes, peak in 15 to 20 min 
utes, and disappear within an 
hour. The immediate effects 
include dilated pupils, in- 
creases in blood pressure, 
hear rate, breathing rate, and 
body temperature. The user 
usually feels a sense of well- 
being and may feel more ener- 
getic or alert. 

What about long-term psy- 
chological effects? After weeks 
and months of regular binging, 
the user is “coked out.” 

Depression can become 
chronic, and hallucinations 
and signs of psychosis may ap- 
pear. Earlier signs of trouble 
are increased irritability, 
s hort temper, and paranoia. 
Some users have difficulty 
concentrating or remembering 
things, lose interest in sex, or 
have panic attacks. 

How does cocaine affect the 
heart? 

A large dose, or even a mod- 
erate dose under some condi 
tions, can overtax the heart 
and may be fatal. Regular use 


of cocaine can cause heart pal- 
pitations, angina, arrhythmia, 
and even a heart attack. 

Is it dangerous to use co- 
caine in combination with other 
drugs? 

Yes. Alcohol and marijuana 
are the most common subs- 
tances used with cocaine, ei- 
ther simultaneously or 
consecutively. Combining co- 
caine with depressants such as 
heroin, barbituates or seda- 
tives, as in a cocaine-heroin 
“speed ball,” may result in the 
build-up of either drug to seri- 
ously toxic levels. Since co- 
caine has stimulant effects 
itself, combining it with other 
stimulants can be especially 
dangerous. Local anesthetics, 
hazardous in themselves, are 
common cocaine adulterants. 

How much does a cocaine 
habit cost? 

The cost of a cocaine habit 
ranges from $200 to $3,000 
weekly. Users can also pay the 
additional price of damaged 
hpalth, career, and personal 
life. No matter who you are, co- 
caine costs too much!

Restoring cars is a long and 
seemingly never ending 
process. 

“Sometimes you have to ask 
yourself why you do it But an 
invite to the Meadowbrook jus- 
tifies everything,” he said. 

The auto was used for stock 
car racing in its heyday, during 
the 1950s, he said. 

“It dominated NASCAR rac- 
ing in its day,” he said. 

Wagner bought the auto in 
1979, when he traded his 1951 
Hudson with a man in Nevada, 
who had just inherited prop- 
erty complete with the car. 

“I heard on the grapevine 
that there was a Hudson down 
there,” he said. 

Among the features of the 
car are dual carburetors, twin- 
H “Daytona” engine, power 
windows (part of the original 
equipment), “step down" de- 
sign, curb feelers, whitewall 
tires, leather interior, a hydro- 
matic transmission and a 175 
horsepower engine. 

The curb feelers were 
known as “marriage savers” in 
their day. They are metal wires 
which project from behind the 
front tires. They make a loud 
noise when they make contact 
with the curb, preventing curb 
scrapes, and thus, “saved mar- 
riages” in the 1950s. 

Wagner said that because 
women occasionally scraped 
the body of the car against the 
curb when parking, the curb 
feelers were dubbed “mar- 
riage savers” because they 
prevented temper flare-ups 
from angry husbands, the typi- 
cal car owners. 

Nowadays, both men and 
women drive and own cars, so 
this way of thinking seems 
dated now, he said. 

Wagner said the car has 
been a “family venture.” His 
wife, Tuey, and two daughters 
have been helpful and suppor- 
tive about his car. His wife, 
however, said she hasn’t 
driven the car and doesn’t in- 
tend to. . 

“I’m scared,” she said, ad- 
ding that she was “too short” to 
drive it well. 

He has done considerable 
work since he bought the car. 
When he bought it, he said the 
whole inside was dry rotted 
and it had no top. 

“Every nut and bolt has 
been removed and put back." 
he said.

17th lifts Johnston to city title 


51 golfers rally to 
Fellows Creek Course

Some 50 amateur men and 
women golfers refused to al 
low the City Championship 
Golf Tournament to die. 

They showed up for the 36- 
hole summer classic staged 
Saturday and Sunday at Fel- 
lows Creek Golf Course in Can- 
ton Township to battle the 
elements that included a tor- 
turous 85-degrees of heat and 
humidity that refused to quit. 

And the battle for the cov- 
eted title went down to the 
wire before it was decided on 
the 17th-hole of the champion- 
ship round. 

Westland’s Claud Johnston 
rallied back after losing the 
lead by two strokes to always- 
a-threat Matt Wiley to catch 
then overcome his arch rival. 
When Johnston birdied the 
hole and Wiley wound up with 
a bogey, the issue of who would 
walk off the rain-soaked 
course as the 1995 City Cham- 
pionship Golf medalist was all 
but settled. 

“That was the hole that re- 


ally decided this tournament,” 
said Jeff Rutter, tournament 
director. “Wiley had the lead, 
but let it slip from his putter. It 
looked like he had this one all 
sewed up.” 

Wiley, who won the tourna- 
ment in 1985, finished the Final 
round with a 73, identical to 
his Saturday round. His 146 for 
the two-days, however, left him 
one-stroke shy of forcing a 
“sudden death” playoff for the 
overall title. 

Johnston Fired a par-72 the 
First day. That one stroke ulti- 
mately stood up as the differ- 
ence. 

Johnston was one of two 
golfers who turned in 72 s after 
the first round. The other, 
Mark Morton, a perennial city 
of Wayne champ, faded in the 
championship round. He shot 
a 77 on Sunday and finished 
with a 149 total. 

Morton’s 149 gave him the 
city title for the city of Wayne, 
and also the Patrolman 
Leonard J. Anderson Memo- 
rial Trophy, awarded to the 
Wayne city champ. 

One stroke also separated

in the Open Division. 

Bob Kosowski shot rounds 
of 77-81 for 158 to edge out a 
pair of golfers who were one- 
stroke back of the leader. Put- 
ting pressure on Kosowski 
were Doug Tolson, a former 
All-American cross country 
great, and Ryan Long. Both Fin- 
ished with 159s. 

The second-place trophy 
went to Tolson after he beat 
Long in a playoff. 

Brenda Walker continued 
her reign as medalist in the 


women's division. Walker, who 
put together rounds of 98 94, 
won a five-stroke victory over 
her closest opponent, Kathy 
Stellena. Stellena carded 197 
for the tournament. 

“The tournament was 
great,” said Rutter. “We were 
late in publicizing it, but once 
the word got out that it was 
“on”, we got response. We’re 
hoping to keep this thing alive 
for many, many years.” 

The tournament is spon- 
sored by the parks and recre- 
ation departments. The top 


Five finishers from each of the 
cities are elgible to compete 
on their city team in the Michi- 
gan Parks and Recreation 
state championships which 
will be staged sometime in 
September in Battle Creek. 

Rutter said Johnston not 
only received the medalist tro- 
phy, but “he was also pre- 
sented with a new traveling 
trophy, the ‘Bill Hawley - Tom 
Mooradian’ 1 trophy, which will 
replace the Len Anderson Me- 
morial Trophy. 

Hawley, longtime Wayne 


Memorial athletic director 
who retired in June, has 
served as the city champion- 
ship golf tournament director 
for more than 20 years. 

Mooradian has covered lo- 
cal sports in the area for more 
than 30 years.

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'Week Without Violence’ 
event organized by YWCA

Violence is a hot topic in to- 
day’s society - it is found on 
television, in the movies, in 
music, and on the streets. 

The YWCA is trying to do 
something to eliminate this 
sickness from our society. Be- 
ginning October 15-21, the na- 
tional organization of the 
YWCA is hosting a “Week 
Without Violence." 

For this week, the YWCA of 
Western Wayne County is ask 
ing local individuals, govern- 
ment agencies, media, schools, 
business and community 
groups to join them in a na 
tionwide campaign. The 
YWCA is challenging every 
American to live for one week 
without perpetrating, partici- 
pating in or observing 
violence. 

"We want to get as many 
groups involved with this cam- 
paign as possible. We think 
this will cause a ripple effect, 
getting even more individuals 
and groups involved,” accord- 
ing to Corinne Vincent of the 
Western Wayne County YWCA. 

The community has many 
different ways to become in- 
volved with this event. “They 
can start by having the parents 
talk to the children at home 
about violence,” Vincent 
stated. "If people would get 
more involved with their 
neighborhoods, violence 
would disappear. They could 
start a neighborhood watch 
program. Just having neigh- 
bors talk to each other would 
help bring society closer to- 
gether. People would begin to 
look out for each other if they 
knew each other.” 

The national campaign was 
developed after an article 
about the YWCA appeared in 
Parade. The article mentioned 
that the YWCA was consider- 
ing this idea. 

“After this article came out, 
the YWCA received thousands 
of letters about it. Our public 
relations department took 


over and developed the idea,” 
Vincent said. 

The YWCA is trying to in- 
volve everyone with this cam 
paign. "(Nationally) they sent 
information out to different 
ethnic groups. It had the 
YWCA logo on it, but the infor 
mation was written in differ- 
ent languages.” according to 
Vincent. 

There are different issues to 
be dealt with each day of the 
campaign. 

On Oct. 15, the theme is “A 
Day of Remembrance.” The 
YWCA is asking that we re- 
member people who have 
been killed through violence. 
Vincent said, “so many people 
have lost their lives in a vio- 
lent way, nationally and lo- 
cally, from presidents who 
have been assassinated to kids 
killed in gang wars. We would 
just like everyone to remem- 
ber them.” 

"Protecting Our Children” 
is the issue to be dealt with on 
the 16th. 

“The Westland/Inkster 
YWCA teaches classes on good 
parenting. With this, we are 
trying to prevent child abuse,” 
Vincent replied. 

Children are the main issue 
of Oct. 17 also. “Making Our 
Schools Safe,” is the topic. 
There will be an emphasis on 
different clubs for kids, and 
kids in crisis. “We will show 
the kids how to oppose gangs 
and drugs by showing them all 
the bad caused by them,” ac- 
cording to Vincent. 

Oct. 18 will be the date wo- 
men’s issues are dealt with. 
“Confronting Violence Against 
Women” is the title for this 
event. There will be a focus on 
issues concerning women. The 
YWCA is all about helping 
girls and women reach their 
full potential. 

"We want to give men op- 
tions for turning energies into 
non-violent behavior,” Vincent 
said. She added, “we have ka- 
rate groups which teach young 
men how to use their minds 
and bodies in the same way.

attorney to give testimony un- 
der oath or to produce physi- 
cal evidence related to the 
investigation. 

Engler said the legislation 
supplants the state’s ineffi- 
cient grand jury process of 
compelling testimony from 
witnesses and is a tool that law 
enforcement has long needed. 
Some suspected murderers 
and other felons are never 
brought to justice, he said, be- 
cause of witnesses who hold 


to cooperate due to fear of 
criminal liability or retribu 
tion by the perpetrators. Now, 
a witness who fails to comply 
with an investigative subpoena 
could be punished for con- 
tempt of court, with up to one 
year in jail or a $10,000 fine, or 
both. 

The legislation extends to 
all felony crimes and provides 
for “use immunity” for wit- 
nesses, which means prosecu- 
tors cannot use the compelled 
testimony in a subsequent 
criminal investigation of that 
witnesses, except for the pur 
poses of impeachment or a 
prosecution for perjury.

Hoop school 

Long shares basketball 
skills with youngsters

; Although the Harley- 
tiavidson parked outside of 
Romulus High School last 
Week caught the eye of many 
onlookers, the man riding it 
was who they were there to 
see. 

The owner of the bike, At- 
lanta Hawks forward Grant 
Long, was in town to conduct a 
free summer basketball camp 
for kids and visit the place 
where he played high school 
basketball. 

“I’ve had that for two years 
how,” he said about the bike. 
“It was just one of those things 
I wanted. When I came out I 
was really high on getting one, 
so when I finally got the 
chance, I did.” 

Humble about his expen- 
sive motorcycle he may be, but 
Long was far more excited 
about the camp and direction 
it’s going. 

“It’s great,” he said. “Next 
year it’s going to be even bet- 
ter. We’re going to add a picnic 
at the end. It’ll still be three 
days, but on Saturday we’ll 
have the picnic. We’ll have 
games and give away prizes. 
Hopefully we can get some 
help from local sponsors.” 

Long said he tries to teach 
the kids the skills they need to 
survive on the court. With the 
help of local high school bas- 
ketball coaches and players, 
they run the kids through dif- 
ferent drills in order to teach 
them the basics of the game. 

1 “There are a whole lot of 
kids out here who don’t know a 
whole lot about the fundamen- 
tals,” he said. “We try to teach 
tnem that it’s not about how 
many points you score but that 
you have a good time playing 
alnd enjoy yourself.”

while being voted MAC Player 
of the Year and Tournament 
MVP. 

He was selected by Miami in 
the second round of the 1988 
entry draft (33rd overall) and 
re-signed with the Heat in 
1992 

After spending six seasons 
with Miami, he was traded to 
the Atlanta Hawks last year. A 
deal that, he says, was a long 
time in the making. 

“I was ready to be traded; I 
basically requested it,” he 
said. “I heard rumors for a 
long time before something 
happened. It finally came 
through and Atlanta couldn’t 
be a better spot for me.” 

And what does he think of 
the possibility of playing for 
the Pistons in front of the 
home crowd: 

“Detroit tried doing a deal 
for three years,” said Long. 
“First it was me for Dennis 
Rodman. Then it was me for 
Rodman and money. It went 
back and forth like that for a 
while, but it just never got 
done.” 

Long also shared his feel- 
ings on the NBA labor dispute 
and says he expects an agree- 
ment to be reached by October. 

“It’s a complex issue and it’s 
hard to say who’s right or who’s 
wrong,” he said. “I think, in a 
situation like this, you have to 
go with what’s been right for us 
in the past. These guys say they 
want to decertify the union but 
I don’t think that’s the way to 
go, and I don’t think that’s 
what’s going to happen.” 

Several big-name stars like 
Michael Jordan and Patrick 
Ewing are spear heading the 
movement against the union, 
but Long believes that it does 
too much to be disbanded. 

“If smarter heads prevail, 
we’re going to have union,” he 
said. “These guys fly off at the 
handle and say we aren’t going 
to have a union, but I can’t re- 
ally understand why anybody 
in their right mind would want 
to decertify it. The union does 
so much for you, and not just in 
terms of basketball. Look at 
the UAW and their union. 
Those people would not sur- 
vive without a union, and I 
think we’re in the same boat.” 

You get a sense about Grant 
Long when you talk to him. He 
speaks like a veteran, he acts 
like a professional, and treats 
you with courtesy and respect. 

Now if we can just get the 
rest of the players to stop char- 
ging kids so much for their 
camps.

Local nurse launches 
abstinence program

Concerned over the growth 
of teen pregnancies, sexual 
diseases and drug use in Ro- 
mulus, a local nurse practi- 
tioner is working to start a 
Michigan Abstinence Partner- 
ship program this fall. 

Nancy George, who is em- 
ployed at the Romulus Adoles- 
cent Health Center, feels that 
society cannot ask its youth to 
just say “no,” without being 
there to help support the teens 
face the consequences of their 
decisions. 

George is appealing to mem- 
bers of the local schools, 
churches, governmental units, 
businesses, service clubs and 
health care professionals, to 
join her in a meeting late in 
August to create the ground 
work for such a group activity. 

The major emphasis facing 
the group is current teen 
health care problems, includ- 
ing pregnancies, sexual dis- 
eases as well as use of tobacco 
and other substances. 

Today’s teen years are be- 
coming more volatile because 
teens are learning to become 


more independent and self- 
sufficient, she said. Thus they 
are more willing to make 
choices based on their own 
value system or that of their 
peers. 

“We can no longer expect 
our children to simply say ‘no’ 
without our help. Families, 
schools, health professionals 
and communities must work 
together to help teens learn 
how to resist the negative pres- 
sures that are placed on 
them,” George said. 

Pointing at statistics closer 
to home, George said, teens 
are the fastest growing group 
being affected by the AIDS ep- 
idemic In 1994 alone, she 
warned, 26 cases of gonorrhea 
and 20 cases of chlamydia 
were reported in Romulus. 

In addition, George relates 
in 1993 the state department of 
public health reported there 
were 75 live births to Romulus 
teens and that does not count 
the number of miscarriages 
and pregnancy terminations 
that year. 

George urges those wishing 
to get involved with the absti- 
nence program to contact her 
office at 941 1400.

How good are 
you in a fight?

I once asked a man in a Kung Fu school, “Why do you take 
Martial Art Lessons?” Do you know what he told me? “For 
the physical exercise,” he said. “Well, why not go to Vic Tanny?” I 
said. “I don’t anticipate ever getting into a Fight, I just feel the 
Martial Art is a little extra benefit,” he said. 

I n a real fight, your bodies autonomic system takes over. You 
might turn pale as your blood leaves the surface to fill mus- 
cles ready for combat. You suddenly develop tunnel vision as your 
eyes focuses on your opponent.

Oh, and something else - the body 
does not want to use energy for useless activity, so it may release 
your stool. Ask the cops, many have experienced these things. 

My Kung Fu friend has little idea what can happen to him. All 
he will do is freeze up in a confrontation. 

A nother friend of mine who is a street fighter told me, “Yea, 

I hit this dude BAM! I hit him again, BAM! Hit him again, 
BAM! Hit him again, BAM! He took off running, I chased him and 
we ran so fast, he ran into a stone wall! I hit the wall with my fist 
and ran into the wall myself. Ha, Ha, Ha.” 

Six months of training in any Martial Art school will teach you 
how to fight. Stone walls are a tough competitor. If someone 
punches you, your job is to escape. Yes, escape. If you punch him 
back, this is an act of aggression and you can go to jail with him.

Another is a part-time mental 
patient and the third comes from a middle-class family and just 
wants to be bad. The fourth is a girlfriend of one of the attackers. 

Which can cause 
the rest to flee.

They will come into your house in broad 
daylight, while you and your husband are home. With what feible 
attempt will you try and fight. If you are not ready to defend your 
family, let me encourage you to practice Martial Arts for 6 months.

In the full-size sedan mar- 
ket the list of competitors 
would fill a dump truck. So you 
ask, how do I choose the right 
one for me? First you have to 
know your budget. Second, you 
have to know your taste in styl- 
ing. Lastly, you need to know 
what the primary use of the ve- 
hicle will be. 

Thus 1 review the Chevrolet 
Lumina LS. The car is very 
sleek in appearance for a se- 
dan. Its shape challenges the 
wind and makes the driver 
think that he or she has en- 
tered the Daytona 500. What 
you quickly realize is that 
along with its good looks, it has 
a lot of junction as well. The 
interior room and trunk space 
are terrific. The design is very 
well thought out and allows 
two to travel with a van load of 
stuff or five to travel with one 
large piece of luggage each. 

The Lumina has the muscle 
to hustle its occupants along 
with its 3100 SFI V6 engine 
that produces 160 hp and 185 
lb.-ft. of torque. Just for com- 


parison sake, the Ford Taurus’ 
engine only produces 140 hp 
and Honda’s Accord squeaks 
out 130 hp. 

I know what you are think 
ing, big deal, the added horse- 
power will just make me have 
to go to the gas station more 
often. Surprise, the Lumina is 
rated at 19 mpg in the city and 
29 mpg on the highway. Very 
respectable numbers for a full 
size sedan. 

My test vehicle came to a 
grand total of $19,720. For this 
reasonable price my Lumina 
was nearly loaded. It came 
equipped with: keyless entry, 
cruise control, remote mirrors, 
power drivers seat, 16” alumi- 
num wheels, an AM/FM stereo 
with a CD player, rear window 
defroster and a dual control 
heating and air conditioning 
system. 

The dual climate controls 
allow the driver and the pas- 
sengers to select different tem- 
perature settings even while 
sitting next to each other. Trust 
me it works. I performed an ex- 
periment where I would be 
driving with my right arm ex 
tended to the passenger com- 


partment to feel the difference 
between the two. Not very 
smart I know, but you do what 
you have to test the claims of 
automotive manufacturers. It 
was pretty amazing to think 
that a car this reasonably 
priced could have such tech- 
nology that although very prac- 
tical in thought is not very 
practical when it comes to de- 
signing it. 

The Lumina carried my 
golfing companion and myself 
along with all of our luggage 
and clubs in the trunk in an 
effortless manner. Its highway 
manners were composed and 
it never put a foot wrong even 
with all of the weekend war- 
riors returning home at the 
same time. 

The nagging question, 
“would I buy this car?” 

My responce Hell 

YES! For the price I would buy 
two of them. Thank you Chev- 
rolet for producing a car that is 
competitively priced, yet does 
not scrimp on the options that 
matter to the buyer, even the 
ones on a budget.
